The placing of the Lordsin Parliament, 
and other Aſſemblies, and Conferen- 
ces of Councils as eftabliſhed by e4F of 
Parliament, 31 H. 8. 10, | 


Oraſmuch as in all great Councils and Congrega- 

tions of men, having ſundry Degrees and Offi- 
ces in the Common- wealth, it 1s very requiſite and 
convenient that an Ordcr (hould be had and taken for 
the placing and fitting of ſuch perſons as be bound to 
reſortto the ſame, to the intent that they knowing 
their places , may uſe the ſame without diſpleaſure or 
ler of the Councils, Therefore the Kings moſt Royal 
M-j=ſtie although it appertaineth unto his Preroga- 
tive Royals, to give ſuch Honour, Reputation, and 
placing rohis Councellors, and other his Subjects as 
{hall be ſecming ro his moſt Excellent Wiſdome, is 
neveirthelefie pleaſed and contented for an Order to 
be had and raken in thishis moſt high Court of Parlia- 
mcnte, that it ſhall be Enacted in manner and forme 
as hereaſrer followerh,

1, That no perſon or perſons of what Eſtate , De- None thall fir 


eree or Condition ſoever, he or they be (except only — 
the Kings Children) ſhall at any time hereafter attempr of Stave, 
or preſume, to fit or have place at any fide of the Cloth 
of Eſtate in the Parliament Chamber , neither of one 
hand of the Kings Majeſty, nor of the other , whether 
the Kings Majeſty be there perſonally preſent or abſenr. 
2. Every perſon which ſhall have the office of Yice- 
gerent Eccleſtaſtical of the grant of the K, Highneſs, his The Kinzs 
heires or ſucceſſors thall fit and be placed in this and all Vicegezeor. 
Parliaments hereafter, to be holden on the right fide of 
the Parliament Chamberzand upon the ſame Form thar 
'the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury fitteth on, and above 
the ſaid Arch- Biſhop and his (lucceſlors , and thall have 
voice in every Parliament to aſſent or diffent , as othet 
the Lords of the Parliament.
